Firms keen to move to business park 


NEW plans to designate 
Oswestry as a special busi¬ 
ness zone would allow the 
town to stage more events 
similar to the weekend’s 
massively successful food 
festival, experts say. 

The town centre was packed on 
Saturday and Sunday as thou¬ 
sands of people attended the fes¬ 
tival. 

Business leaders say making the town 
centre a Business Improvement District 
(BID) would allow Oswestry to build on the 
success of events such as the food festival. 

The idea would mean a slight increase 
in rates paid by each business in the area. 
But the money raised could then bring in 
matched funding for projects to improve 
the town centre and bring in more visitors. 

There are 200 BID towns and cities across 
the UK, including Shrewsbury. Firms vote 
to become a BID through a ballot. 

Oswestry Chamber of Commerce chair¬ 
man Jools Payne said in the light of the 
festival success, the time was right for the 
town to push for the BID designation. 

She said: “Many town businesses told me 
it’s their best trading weekend of the sum¬ 
mer. It also proves unequivocally, Oswest¬ 
ry’s potential as a destination tourist town 
with the clear pulling power that a distinc¬ 
tive offering of independent shops brings 
for visitors seeking ‘something different’ 
from corporate high street Britain. 

“That potential needs investment if it is 
to become a reality. BID is a game changer. 

“Anyone who was in Oswestry on Satur¬ 
day or Sunday - traders, retailers, shop¬ 
pers, visitors and residents alike - will have 
seen just a snapshot of what could so easily 
be achieved on very many weekdays and 
weekends if Oswestry became a Business 
Improvement District town. 

“Our mission as a chamber is to ignite 
the desire in Oswestry’s business commu¬ 
nity and town council to work in close part¬ 
nership with each other to actively pursue 
BID status. It will bring the significant fi¬ 
nancial investment needed to help create a 
compelling town centre offering, alongside 
wider benefits such as skills and employa¬ 
bility training that all help towards deliver¬ 
ing economic sustainability.”

NUMEROUS companies have already contacted 
council chiefs about moving onto a new busi¬ 
ness park planned for the outskirts of Oswestry, 
Shropshire Council Leader Keith Barrow has 
revealed. 

Councillor Barrow described the plans for a 
30-hectare site off the A5 Mile End roundabout 
as “potentially huge” for the region, bringing up 
to 3,000 jobs. 

The ambitious plans have taken a significant 
step forward. 

Developers working with Shropshire Council 
are now in the process of drawing up outline 
plans for the site, and as part of that process 
have submitted an application for a screening 
option to determine whether an environmental 
impact assessment will be needed. The environ¬ 
mental impact assessment looks at the potential 


environmental impacts of the development pro¬ 
posals and is carried out by the developer and 
other relevant bodies. 

A decision is expected by the start of August. 

Preparation work began for the new business 
park last year when the then Highways Agency 
carried out work on the Mile End roundabout. 

Councillor Barrow said he was pleased to see 
the £4 million roundabout improvements. 

He said: “I persuaded the Highways Agency to 
do it because it put a fifth spur onto the round¬ 
about giving access onto 30 hectares of land the 
council owns. Before we could not get onto it. 

“It is big enough to put businesses on to cre¬ 
ate up to 3,000 new jobs. The thing is to try and 
attract the right businesses. 

“We are doing a feasibility study. It is all mov¬ 
ing and it is potentially huge. 


“Lots of companies have already contacted us, 
it is phenomenal. For us as a council the most 
important thing we can do for people is get them 
a job. If they have a job then they are less likely 
to use the most expensive council services.” 

North Shropshire MP Owen Paterson also 
welcomed the development. 

Mr Paterson said the business park would be 
a huge benefit to Oswestry. 

“It’s a great idea that will bring new jobs to 
the area,” he said. 

“Anything that will bring new businesses to 
Oswestry and keep them in Oswestry must be 
encouraged.” 

Construction of the first phase of the business 
park development, which will comprise roads 
and infrastructure works, is scheduled to start 
over the next year, subject to funding.

Minister to hold 
talks with council 
over road system 

WELSH Assembly minister Edwina Hart 
has agreed to discuss Welshpool’s one¬ 
way system with town councillors. 

The minister for economy, science and 
transport has agreed to meet Welshpool 
Town Council representatives in the com¬ 
ing weeks. 

Discussions will be held on plans to 
make alterations to the road network 
that councillors say have been “ignored” 
by the Welsh Assembly. 

The one-way system has angered resi¬ 
dents since its introduction in 2012. 

Town councillor Graham Breeze said 
that the minister’s involvement was 
“long overdue”. 

“It’s really positive news that she’s 
agreed to meet us,” Councillor Breeze 
said. 

“Hopefully it will trigger the work that 
is desperately needed in the town.” 

Councillor Breeze said answers would 
be sought on why agreed changes to the 
network have not taken place and that 
further alterations, such as to Brook 
Street, would be discussed. 

Critics have blamed the one-way route 
for an increase in traffic and pedestrian 
collisions and for an decrease in profits 
for town centre traders. 

Results from a survey conducted by the 
town council showed around 80 per cent 
of respondents were in favour of return¬ 
ing to the town centre’s original two-way 
system.

Discount store set 
to open up in town 

DISCOUNT store Poundland is set to 
open a new shop in Welshpool, bringing 
new jobs to the town. 

The company will not confirm that it is 
to open the store in the town. 

But on its website it is advertising for a 
store manager as well as other shop staff. 

It is believed that the new store will 
be in the former Co-op shop in Berriew 
Street in the town centre which closed in 
November 2012, although that has not 
been confirmed. 

Poundland opened a store in Oswestry 
in 2013 taking over the former Peacocks 
shop in the town centre.

Eisteddfod has a bright 
future, insists chairman

THE Llangollen International 
Musical Eisteddfod can look for¬ 
ward to a successful 70th anni¬ 
versary festival next year, its re¬ 
tiring chairman has said. 

Chairman Gethin Davies says things 
look set for a great celebration in 2016 . 

Despite some disappointing advance 
ticket sales for this year, the Eisteddfod 
field was packed on both Saturday and Sun¬ 
day for the family day and Llanfest. 

And a public appeal for £70,000 to help 
the event over a projected loss is well on the 
way to being reached. 

Mr Davies said: “We have had some ex¬ 
tremely appreciative audiences who have 
been most enthusiastic. 

“During the course of the festival we 
have been treated to a feast of music - cho¬ 
ral, individual and instrumental - and some 
colourful and spectacular dancing. 

“The opening concert on Monday by Burt 
Bacharach was outstanding and to see an 
icon of the musical world coming to Llan¬ 
gollen to perform all his wonderful songs 
was an enormous pleasure. 

“Friday’s concert by Rufus Wainwright 
was very entertaining and enjoyable as he 
is clearly a highly talented man. He was 
reminiscing about his music teacher in 
Montreal, Iwan Edwards, and we realised 
that he has been to Llangollen Eisteddfod 
on several occasions conducting competing 
choirs. With the way things have gone this 
year I think we are fair set for a successful 
festival next year.” 

One of the most poignant moments was 
the appearance of the young Nepalese 
dancers who endured the earthquakes 
which devastated their country and had 
difficulties in getting visas. 

A reception committee greeted the danc¬ 
ers when they reached Llangollen after 
a 28-hour journey and they received a 
standing ovation for their performance of 
a centuries-old mask dance, with a dragon 
snaking around the stage to the accompa¬ 
niment of drums. Tickets for next year’s 
Llangollen Eisteddfod are already being 
snapped up - thanks to the annoucement 
that one of the star attractions will be 
Katherine Jenkins. More than 1,000 tick¬ 
ets were sold within hours of the box office 
opening for the classical singer’s return to 
the week-long festival.

Mr Knowles said: “Entry is completely 
free for vehicle owners and the public.

Volunteers 
trained for 
river project 

VOLUNTEERS have been taking 
samples of fly larvae living in the 
River Severn to monitor the water’s 
quality and condition. 

The Severn Rivers Trust has 
trained more than 200 people and 
held a free training course in Meifod 
near Welshpool last week on the River 
Vyrnwy where 14 new volunteers 
completed their training. 

Lisa Barlow from the Severn Rivers 
Trust said: “The course was oversub¬ 
scribed, which is great news for our 
river. We are thrilled that our new 
volunteer riverfly monitors are join¬ 
ing us and supporting this important 
project. 

“Riverfly Monitoring Initiative vol¬ 
unteers play a vital role in monitoring 
the water quality on the River Severn 
and its tributaries by taking monthly 
samples of fly larvae. 

“We have now trained 217 people 
and we are currently sampling 83 
sites on 21 different rivers within the 
catchment and the list continues to 
grow. We are planning further river¬ 
fly workshops and refresher sessions 
later this year.” 

Monitoring river fly larvae can be 
used to detect any severe problems 
in river water quality. This scheme, 
used alongside routine monitoring by 
the Environment Agency and Natural 
Resources Wales, means that water 
quality is checked more widely and 
action can be taken. 

Calls growing for 
safety measures 

PRESSURE is growing for improved 
road safety features outside a village 
school. 

Clwyd South representatives Ken 
Skates AM and Susan Elan Jones MP 
have both stressed the need for new 
safety measures in Pontfadog near 
Chirk. 

Mr Skates said: “There is an ongo¬ 
ing and growing problem with speed¬ 
ing through Pontfadog, and I’m told 
there have been several accidents in 
the past few months.” 

Mrs Jones said “speeding and dan¬ 
gerous driving through Pontfadog are 
a long-standing problem”. 

Residents are hoping for speed 
bumps and a barrier outside the 
school gate, as well as flashing signs 
either side of the village. 

Gayle Watkin, who coordinates the 
Pontfadog road safety campaign, said 
that action was “long overdue”. 


Drilling bid scuppered 
claims campaign group

A CAMPAIGN group claims plans 
to drill for gas in north Shrop¬ 
shire have been scuppered after 
a crucial contract ran out of time. 

Action group Frack Free Dudleston 
has been fighting Dart Energy’s plans 
to operate an exploratory borehole for 
coal bed methane extraction in Dud¬ 
leston between St Martins and Elles¬ 
mere since September. 

But the group has revealed the battle 
could soon be over after time ran out for 
permission to access the land. 

A statement from the group, led by Chris 
Hesketh, said it believes the “threat has 
pretty much gone away”. 

The statement says: “The proposed coal 
bed methane test drilling will not now 
happen because the access licence with Mr 
Hickson, the landowner, has now lapsed. 

“When Dart Energy started the process 
of applying for permission to drill in spring 
2014 they thought that the actual drilling 
would take place that autumn. 

“The residents of the Dudleston area 
looked into the proposals with an open 
mind and then almost unanimously con¬ 
cluded that it was seriously bad news for 
the community and the environment and 
would not provide a meaningful source of 
energy for the country. 

“The planning application was contested 
by the whole community and is continuing 
its slow and tortuous passage through the 
planning appeal process.” 

Dart Energy put in the plans last year 
but when Shropshire Council failed to 
make a quick decision on the scheme, the 
energy company appealed. The final deci¬ 
sion on whether or not to grant permission 
now lies with a government planning in¬ 
spectorate. 

Mr Hesketh said: “Now that the access 
licence with Mr Hickson has lapsed, it is 
technically possible for Dart to win the ap¬ 
peal and end up with a permission that they 
have no ability to utilise. 

No-one from Dart Energy was available 
to comment, but previously the company 
said that the application received “no ob¬ 
jections from statutory consultees” and 
said the scheme would be “carried out in 
an environmentally acceptable way”. 

The plans will still be looked at in a pub¬ 
lic inquiry when each party - Shropshire 
Council, Dart Energy and Frack Free Dud¬ 
leston - will put forward a case. 


Travelling show leads to protest

lions and tigers say they believe 
they made their point heard. 

A group of protestors from across 
Mid Wales gathered outside the 
An Evening with Lions and Tigers 
Show in Welshpool. 

The group said the protest went 
well and received a lot of support 
from passing motorists. 

Jan Glover, protest leader, said: 
“Sixteen of us attended the event 
on Saturday and we only saw six 
car loads of people enter the show 
for that performance. 


“We had lots of support from 
passing motorists as we had 
through the show’s run in Welsh¬ 
pool. From what I have seen, it 
seems clear to me that there is not 
the appetite from the general public 
to see this type of show.” 

“While stood outside with my 
banner I have had lots of thumbs 
up and toots from drivers passing 
by supporting us.” 

Mrs Glover added that she was 
delighted Montgomeryshire MP 
Glyn Davies was also backing a ban 
on performing animals in travelling 
shows. 


“I was very pleased to hear that,” 
she said. “I know Mr Davies has 
promised to vote for the ban to go 
through parliament and I welcome 
that move.’’But Anthony Beckwith, 
one of the show directors, said the 
travelling show was part of culture. 
He said: “There are many miscon¬ 
ceptions about the welfare of an¬ 
imals used for entertainment, so 
what we are doing is taking people 
behind the scenes demonstrating 
the methods used in training and 
explaining how and why we do what 
we do and why it’s an important 
part of our culture.”

Further cuts are on way as 
council looks for savings

MORE cuts to services across Mid Wales are expected after it was 
revealed Powys County Council needs to save £27 million over the 
next three years. 

The council said it has reduced spending by £40 million since 2012, but needs 
to find a further £27 million by 2018. It is part of plans the council has to save 
£47 million by 2020. 

Councillor Wynne Jones, the authority’s deputy leader and cabinet member for finance, 
said it is inevitable that some services will change “forever”. He said: “The scale of budget 
- —- cuts we have already experienced and those

Most bus 
services 
be protected 

MOST bus services in Mid Wales will be 
protected despite a £500,000 reduction in 
spending, following a decision by Powys 
County Council’s cabinet. 

The council launched a public consulta¬ 
tion earlier this summer inviting comment 
on two possible options to reconfigure pub¬ 
licly supported bus routes as part of plans 
to reduce the near £5m annual cost. 

Following feedback from residents and 
service users, further scrutiny of all routes 
and discussions with some bus operators, a 
third option was considered by the cabinet 
on Tuesday. 

Councillor John Brunt said: “Bus users 
in Powys gave us some excellent insights 
into what bus routes they needed and used, 
what could be reduced and what key con¬ 
cerns they had about losing a bus route. 

“As a result we’ve worked hard to take 
on board as many views as possible and 
came up with a third option which will still 
allow us to make the necessary savings but 
protect most of current bus routes. 

“The option supported will see 22 bus 
services protected. 

“That’s more than 900,000 passenger 
journeys and 2.4m bus kilometres deliv¬ 
ered by the county council. The move will 
deliver the £500,000 needed in the next fi¬ 
nancial year. 

“There will be some reductions but I hope 
that the vast majority of Powys people can 
accept that we have done all we can to pro¬ 
tect as many bus routes as possible within 
the constraints of a reducing budget.” 


we are anticipating demand change. 

“We have reduced spending by about £40 
million since 2012 and calculate we need 
another £27 million in the next three years. 

“To achieve the reductions that we need 
we can no longer look at budgets year by 
year and concentrate our efforts on one-off 
savings. 

“That is why we are moving to a three- 
year budget strategy with immediate effect 
and looking to balance our budgets over 
that period.” 

He added: “We will have to accelerate 
plans to redesign service delivery and to¬ 
tally transform service areas to operate 
within the new budget climate. 

“In some cases, the council will commis¬ 
sion others to carry out the work, as we 
have already done with our sport and lei¬ 
sure centres and not-for-profit organisation 
Freedom Leisure. 

“Integration work with our health part¬ 
ners will have to increase to create more 
efficiencies as will our work with commu¬ 
nity councils to deliver more local services. 

“It is inevitable that some services will 
change forever or regrettably close, we can¬ 
not lose the equivalent of 25 per cent of our 
funding without impact.” 

Councillor Jones said services will have 
to adapt to changes regardless of what 
they are. “The challenge ahead means the 
county must deliver with far less resources 
and that is not possible without radical 
change,” he said. 

“Traditional service models, no matter 
how popular, will have to adapt. Despite 
the reductions already made, in the next 
three years services will have to achieve a 
20 per cent saving across the board. 

“The scenario is simple, for every pound 
we have now, in future we are only going 
to have 80p. But we must be positive and 
creative and make the best possible use of 
that 80p to continue delivering the quality 
services our residents deserve. 

“If we try to maintain existing methods, 
we will not succeed and we will only put 
services at greater risk.”

The 72-year old had claimed £30,000 against Karin Ward for lost earnings af¬ 
ter she told a television documentary that he had ‘goosed’ her during the Clunk 
Click children’s show. 

The entertainer brought a High Court action against Miss Ward. He initially denied 
appearing on the show or meeting her. But when footage emerged showing the then 
15-year-old Miss Ward standing behind him on the BBC programme he was forced to 
- admit he was mistaken.

Pub campaigners in limbo 


Millions for 
police after 
station deal 

MORE than £3 million will be spent on 
frontline policing in Mid Wales after the 
force took over the running of a police sta¬ 
tion. 

Dyfed-Powys Police has taken on owner¬ 
ship of Ammanford Police Station in Car¬ 
marthenshire from its commercial owners, 
which Commissioner Christopher Salmon 
said will be a huge boost. 

Mr Salmon said the decision to end the 
deal with Private Finance Initiative at 
the station will see £3.1 million saved and 
spend on frontline policing. 

It is believed the money will be spend on 
technology, equipment and even securing 
more bobbies on the beat. 

Mr Salmon said: “The deal ends a 
long-standing contract which facilitated 
the building of Ammanford Police Station 
and its subsequent maintenance. 

“The savings will be invested into front 
line policing and keeping people safe. 

“I’ve long said that the PFI deal, which 
I inherited on my election in 2012, did not 
deliver value for the public and the police. 

“I said I’d leave no stone is unturned to 
address the issue so I instigated discussions 
which have now led to the change in own¬ 
ership. 

“They took around two years and cost 
around £160,000 in professional fees - but 
we save more than £3m against the PFI 
deal and that’s good news for our commu¬ 
nities.” 

Ammanford Police Station, in Foundry 
Road, opened in 2001. 


Miss Ward was in the audience on Jimmy 
Savile’s Clunk Click show in 1974 when 
Freddie Star appeared. 

He rejected her allegation that he groped 
and humiliated her verbally in front of oth¬ 
ers in Savile’s dressing room. 

Miss Ward, 56, denied the slander and 
libel claims and relied on the defences of 
justification and public interest. 

Freddie Starr was not in court for the 
ruling. 

He said he had never groped anyone in 
his life and it was untrue that he had “wan¬ 
dering hands”. 

He sued over interviews given to the BBC 
and ITV in October 2012 and statements 
on a website and in an eBook - and claimed 
he has lost £300,000 because of shows can¬ 
celled as a result of the allegations. 

Miss Ward said that she was sexually 
abused by her stepfather from the age of 
four and Starr’s “extremely unpleasant” 
smell reminded her of him. 

A former pupil at Duncroft Approved 
School Miss Ward said she had performed 
a sexual act on Savile more than once in 
return for going to BBC Television Centre 
in London for his Clunk Click show. 

She “very vividly” remembered that 
Starr stank of alcohol and cologne. 

Starr had denied her claim that he smelt 
of alcohol as he did not drink, and never 
had done. 

Miss Ward told the judge, who heard the 
case without a jury, that Starr had behaved 
in the same way that every red-blooded 
male did in 1974 - when it was perfectly 
acceptable. 

Ms Ward, who was in court, said she was 
“relieved” at the ruling. 

She said: “For anyone who hasn’t yet 
dared to come forward, I say: do not take 
this case as a reason not to do so. Stand tall, 
it wasn’t your fault, and you have a right 
to be heard without fear or threat of not 
being believed. 

“You may have had no voice and no 
choice when you were younger, but now 
you do. Don’t give in to bullies.” 


CAMPAIGNERS who want to buy a board- 
ed-up pub for their village say they are in 
limbo as they await a decision on a plan¬ 
ning application to turn the building into 
housing. 

The Cross Keys at Kinnerley, which has 
been closed since a fire last year, has been 
declared an asset of community value, 
which means that if it goes on the market 
the community has the first chance to buy 
it. 

But everything hangs on whether the 
owner is given the go-ahead to convert it. 

Businessman Malcolm Guest has applied 
for planning permission to convert the his¬ 
toric listed building into three dwellings. 

Those who want to see it retained as a 
pub say their hands are tied until a decision 


is made by Shropshire Council. John Dyson, 
of the Cross Keys Action Committee, said 
volunteers have been raising money in the 
hope of buying the building for the commu¬ 
nity. 

The committee has been calling for 
pledges of donations so that if the building 
does go up for sale it would be able to access 
funds to buy it. 

“The problem is of course, if permission 
is granted then it will be on the market for 
housing rather than a pub which will be re¬ 
flected in the asking price,” said Mr Dyson. 

“All we can do at the moment is to keep 
a close eye on the planning application and 
keep the community informed on how the 
Cross Keys could be run as a community 
asset pub,” Mr Dyson added.

They ranged from the man 
who gave me my first job in jour¬ 
nalism, a recent work colleague 
who I had a great respect for, 
one of my oldest and and wisest 
friends and a courageous young 
woman who lost a ferocious bat¬ 
tle with cancer. 

Each led vastly different lives 
and strangely had probably nev¬ 
er met, but each one of them left 
unforgettable memories for me 
to cherish. 

Their passing also left a timely 
reminder that life is for living and 
of just how valuable every min¬ 
ute is. 

The people of Oswestry 
proved once again that there’s 
nobody better at organising a 
street party as thousands turned 
out for the annual food festival at 
the weekend. 

The Oswestry event is now 
firmly in place as a permanent 
fixture for foodies from across 
the country and is a real credit to 
the Best Of Oswestry team and 
the town council who organised 
yet another superb two-day fes¬ 
tival - and who can believe it was 
the ninth year. 

More than 60 food producers 
set out stalls in a packed town 
centre and there were visitors 
in town from all across the UK, 
all spending their cash on local 
products. 

It’s an amazing achievement 
to see the festival just grow year 
on year and yet another example 
of why Oswestry is such a bril¬ 
liant place to live and work.

in the world of farming 


Girl power is rising fast in 
the world of agriculture. 
PAM KINGSLEY finds OUt 
more 

THE stereotypical image of a 
farmer - dressed in wellies, 
tweed and a cap with a stick 
in one hand and a dog at their 
feet - has always been that of 
a man. 

But that image is changing accord¬ 
ing to agricultural colleges across 
the area. 

And we are now being called on to rec¬ 
ognise the “hidden heroines” of farming. 

While farming was traditionally a 
male-dominated job, women have always 
played a role on the farms and are now 
stepping up to run the business - often 
while raising a family at the same time. 

Stuart Morris, of NFU Cymru, said: 
“Women in farming are still very much 
the hidden heroines of the industry. Very 
few want to claim the limelight, prefer¬ 
ring instead to contribute behind the 
scenes. 

Raised 

“Many children have been raised on 
farms sitting in pushchairs watching 
mum pull calves, milk cows or drive the 
tractor. They are ordinary women, who 
perhaps don’t realise that what they are 
doing is extraordinary. 

“The reality today is that many farms 
are run in partnership and the ‘farmer’ is 
not always a man. 

“Women are not only running farms, 
but also in today’s tough financial cli¬ 
mate, often running a separate business 
or going out to work to bolster the fam¬ 
ily income, while juggling childcare and 
family life.” 

At the Walford campus of North Shrop-

shire College the number of women en¬ 
rolling on farming-related courses has 
been steadily growing. 

This year more than a fifth of agricul¬ 
ture students are female. 

A group from the college which took 
part in a recent held trip to New Zea¬ 
land included both male and female 
farming students. 

Events such as Oswestry Show also 
have a strong female showing with fe¬ 
male farmers taking part in many of the 
events. 

The picture is the same at Harper 
Adams University in Newport, where 
in 2014, 204 new students enrolled on 
agriculture courses and 55 of them, or 
27 per cent, were female. 

One of the students planning a ca¬ 
reer in agriculture is 19-year-old Emma 
Davies, who is studying for a Rural En¬ 
terprise and Land Management BSc. 


Her family has been involved in farm¬ 
ing for many years, but Emma found 
her enthusiasm was sparked when she 
joined Eccleshall Young Farmers Club 
three years ago. 

That allowed her to get involved in 
a wide range of farming and rural ac¬ 
tivities, from carcass judging to farm 
walks. 

Issues 

She is also a Young Farmers county 
winner in Brain Trust, a team compe¬ 
tition which debates rural and farming 
issues. 

Anne Davies, from Frodesley, near 
Dorrington, grew up on a farm but said 
she too only gained a real interest in 
farming after joining the YFC. 

She said: “I grew up on our arable 
farm but didn’t really take an interest 


in farming until I joined my local Young 
Farmers and started helping out on the 
farm. 

“For the last two harvests I helped my 
dad with grain carting and also helped 
with cultivation of the crops. We grow 
oilseed rape, wheat, and we have con¬ 
tractors growing maize on our land this 
year. 

“Once I finish my course I’d like to 
enter into one of the training programme 
run by agronomy companies - agronomy 
is soil and crop management - to hope¬ 
fully become a full trained agronomist 
and be able to advise farmers on what is 
best for their arable crops.” 

Looking at another side of farming is 
final year student Catherine Bennett, 
who comes from a family of farmers in 
Meifod near Welshpool and is studying 
for a BSc (Hons) Agri-food Marketing 
with Business Studies. 

The 22-year-old has already travelled 
widely because of her interest in farm¬ 
ing, attending the International Summit 
of Young Farmers in France as one of 
just two representatives of the National 
Federation of Young Farmers’ Clubs 
(NFYFC). 

She also represented the NFYFC at 
the European Council of Young Farmers 
Spring Parliament in Helsinki, where 
she discussed issues that policy holders 
need to address to support the future of 
young farming. 

Catherine, whose family farms a 
mixed poultry, dairy and sheep system, 
said: “I hope that all of the new skills 
that I am picking up during my time 
away at university will be beneficial to 
both me and my community when I re¬ 
turn home. 

“I’d like to take my experience of 
working at an international organisa¬ 
tion such as McDonald’s, where I was 
on work placement, and apply that to 
any opportunities that come my way in 
the future. Ideally, I would love a simi¬ 
lar role to that of my placement, but for 
another agriculture-related organisation 
a little closer to home.” 



WORKING 
FOR YOU 


The dominating issue of my 
past week has been the Budget. 

It was the first ‘Conservative’ 
budget for 18 years, and the 
Chancellor George Osborne de¬ 
cided to be extremely radical. 

There were several very big 
changes. 

In this article I have space to 
comment only on the most sig¬ 
nificant. 

The announcement that 
stunned the House of Commons 
into silence (followed by a roar of 
approval!) was the introduction 
of a National Living Wage. 

This was not a change you 
would normally associate with 
a Conservative Chancellor, but 
George Osborne is determined 
to be fair to all sectors of the 
population. 

At present the Minimum Wage 
is £6.50 for those over 21, due 
to rise by instalments to £8.25 
by 2020. The new National Living 
Wage for those over 25 will now 
rise to £9 by 2020. 

Inevitably this will have an im¬ 
pact on employment costs, and 
some businesses have already 
contacted me to protest. 

I accept it will be difficult for 
some exporters, especially in a 
low waged area like Mid Wales. 

But it’s important that the 
Government seeks to help the 
lower paid as we take difficult 
decisions to bring the national 
finances into balance. 

We want to be a ‘One Nation 
Government’. 

The second really significant 
change was to scale back a little 
on Working Tax Credits. 

This is the system where the 
Government ‘tops up’ wages, 
introduced by Gordon Brown 
when he was Chancellor. 

The annual cost has reached 
an astonishing £30 billion per 
year. It could not carry on. 

It’s reasonable that employers 
cannot just rely on Government 
to subsidise the wages of em¬ 
ployees for ever. 

Inevitably there will be los¬ 
ers as well as winners in these 
changes, but we cannot carry 
on with an annual deficit of £90 
billion. The difficulties faced in 
Greece tells us where irresponsi¬ 
ble Government spending leads. 

The other really significant 
budget announcement was that 
the UK will spend two per cent of 
GDP on defence. 

All around us, the world is be¬ 
coming more dangerous. 

We cannot just leave defence 
of the free world to the US. 

Britain should play its part. 

Not only is it right that we 
should invest up to the NATO 
recommended level, but it sets 
a standard that we can expect 
other countries to follow. 

It’s not wise to leave the ‘bad¬ 
dies’ in our world with all the 
most dangerous weapons. 

All in all it’s been a transforma¬ 
tive week in British politics.

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HOW CAN I GO ABOUT CHALLENGING MY MOTHER’S WILL? 

Q: My mother and I fell out over my boyfriend, who is now my fiance. She has not had anything to do with me for more than three years and 
I have heard she has changed her Will so that my fiance cannot benefit from her estate. I am an only child and I hope one day to have her 
grandchildren, but I am told she wants her estate divided between her next door neighbour, who has looked after her since she had a stroke last 
year, and the children of a friend whom she refers to as ‘my surrogate grandchildren’. Could I challenge her Will? And how? 

A: A: If what you suspect about your mother’s wishes are correct it may be difficult to successfully contest her Will as your exclusion from 
it would most likely be viewed as the result of a long-standing family feud. In addition, it would appear that you have not latterly been financially 
dependent on her and so the Court would strive to uphold your Mother’s Will. 

If however you believe that your mother didn’t have capacity when she changed her Will, or didn’t understand or approve its contents, or that 
there has been fraud, or that undue influence may have been put on her by those whom you believe will benefit, then you could challenge it. 

Sometimes Alternative Dispute Resolution (ADR) is used to settle disputes about Wills. This can be a cheaper way of resolving matters, which 
means that more money is retained in the deceased’s estate, for distribution to the parties concerned. 

Courts and Judges encourage parties to embrace ADR wherever possible. There is no doubt that it has been shown to break down the divide 
between ‘winners’ and ‘losers’, which means that a dispute is more likely to be settled this way, than any other.

Magna Carta exposes the EU problem 


AFTER 800 years Magna Carta exposes the 
EU elephant in the room. 

Article 39 of the Great Charter called for 
trial by peers and this became trial by jury. 

It also rejected the idea of arbitrary ar¬ 
rest by the state. 

Article 40 enshrined the right to a trial 
and for justice not to be delayed.

Trials are not by jury but 
by magistrate. 

The EU is pushing for a common code of 
law and our governments have already at¬ 
tempted to experiment with trials without 
juries in some cases. 

Governments have continually given 
away our freedoms illegally and you can get 
them back by voting No in the EU referen¬ 
dum. 

The fact is that the EU code of law which 
is now over our laws is the opposite of the 
freedoms enshrined in Magna Carta, our 
Bill of Rights (1689) and Habeas Corpus 
(1679). 


The European Arrest Warrant is the lat¬ 
est assault on your ancient freedoms. 

Read up how you can be extradited to an 
EU state with no evidence! 

You can then languish in jail for any 
length of time while the local magistrate 
builds a case against you. 

Put simply, our system of government, 
constitution and law are not compatible 
with the EU, either we leave or give them 
up. 

That will be the choice at the referen¬ 
dum.

There are two 
vital issues in 
the big debate

WHEN debating membership of the Eu¬ 
ropean Union two issues should be para¬ 
mount.

They do not have to pay membership 
fees for the privilege and Mexican compa¬ 
nies are not hampered by European Union 
bureaucracy. 

Democracy may be defined as “having a 
system that gives the public the ability to 
replace an unpopular government peace¬ 
fully using a ballot”. 

The European Commission is unpopu¬ 
lar, corrupt and incompetent and we have 
to obey it. 

There is absolutely no simple, practical 
way in which we can replace the Commis¬ 
sion peacefully.

OSWESTRY Town Council has 
reiterated its opposition to build¬ 
ing housing close to the town’s 
ancient hillfort, despite a gov¬ 
ernment inspector’s decision 
that the land should be zoned for 
housing in the county’s develop¬ 
ment plan. 

Councillors were briefed by experts 
involved in the Hands of Old Oswestry 
Hillfort campaign group. 

Archaeologists say there was not enough 
evidence about the land presented to the 
inspector. 

At a recent meeting of the town council, 
councillors heard from the campaign group, 
Hands of Old Oswestry Hillfort’s heritage 
planning expert Tim Malin. 

He said that despite the inspector’s de¬ 
cision to keep the site in Shropshire Coun¬ 
cil’s key SAMdev development plan, a 
strong case remained against development 
and he outlined a number of campaigners’ 
current contentions. 

Councillor Chris Stokes voiced his con¬ 
tinuing concerns over the plan, saying that 
in view of the information presented by the 
campaign group the site needed to be ex¬ 
cluded from the plan. 

Council clerk David Preston said that the 
council would write to Shropshire Coun¬ 
cil reaffirming in the strongest terms the 
council’s full support for HOOOH and re¬ 
questing removal of the site from SAMDev. 

The campaign group, HOOOH, has 
briefed and sent documents to a specialist 
planning lawyer in preparation to make a 
legal challenge. The group is currently set¬ 
ting up an online fund. 


ARTIST Jilli Hartshorn has creat¬ 
ed a new collection of work at an 
Oswestry exhibition.

Madeleine Vale’s “Dogs and Other 
Creatures” sculptures greet visitors 
on the ground floor. 

The exhibition runs until July 25.

dire situation of the gates and inviting any 
interested folk and organisations to help us 
ideally bring the gates ‘home to Tong’. 

“Thankfully our first aim - to save the 
gates themselves - was achieved swiftly by 
Wolverhampton Council’s planning depart¬ 
ment and the goodwill of a leading Wolver¬ 
hampton ironmaster’s company which took 
the gates themselves into safe custody. Our 
second aim however was to prove far more 
challenging.” 

John said a small number of committed 
people, including John Reeves, a director in 
ACR a Wolverhampton firm of architects, 
joined the campaign, and Tong Parish 
Council earmarked money to help the cause 
and took the lead in consultations with the 
community to find somewhere in the village 
to which the gates could be moved. 

“Everyone involved, including the own¬ 
ers, could see that if the stonework re¬ 
mained in Marston Road it would be in 
danger of yet further destruction, but they 
could not even be temporarily moved to 
safety because of their Listed Building sta¬ 
tus,” he said. 

John said in 2009 that the Friends were 
on the verge of giving up, but had one last 
resort. Helped by the Wolverhampton City 
Regenerating Buildings Preservation Trust, 
they jointly approached the Avoncroft Mu¬ 
seum of Historic Buildings in Bromsgrove. 

“Avoncroft Museum’s very positive re¬ 
sponse to the plight of the gates has proved 
critical to saving the gates. Not only is their 
future now hopefully assured, but Avon¬ 
croft imaginatively intends to locate these 
historic gates as a permanent entrance to 
the museum itself,” he said. 

“Funds now have to be raised to carry out 
the delicate work of dismantling and restor¬ 
ing the stonework, repairing the wrought 
iron gates and rebuilding the entire castle 
entrance gates at Avoncroft.”

Nostalgia 


Salopian’s 
role in the 
creation of 
a nation... 


Plimmer’s statue in New Zealand’s capital 

OVER 100 years ago an elderly Salopian 
died many thousands of miles from home 
having played a key role in the birth of a 
nation - New Zealand. 

He was John Plimmer and when he died in his 
93rd year at Wellington, New Zealand, on Jan¬ 
uary 5, 1905, he was hailed in his obituary as 
“a remarkable man, and almost the last of the 
survivors of the pioneer settlers of the colony.” 

Plimmer was one of the heroes of New Zealand’s 
history, celebrated as the “Father of Wellington,” the 
nation’s capital. 

He was born at Upton Magna, near Shrewsbury, and 
was the youngest but one of a family of 12. His father, 
Isaac Plimmer, afterwards moved to Willenhall, near 
Wolverhampton. 

John became a master builder and plasterer. 

Attracted by the idea of a new life, he emigrated 
with his wife and two sons to New Zealand and after a 
rather rough passage the ship dropped anchor in Port 
Nicholson, and the new settlers were landed at Kai- 
marra. 

“Though others were disheartened by the wild ap¬ 
pearance of the place, Mr Plimmer pinned his faith 
upon the spot,” his obituary said. 

“His prescient eye saw a possibility of a great future 
and, unlike some pioneers of civilisation, he was spared 
to see the fructification of his plans, and from the wil¬ 
derness of flush and swamp, which at first occupied the 
site of the colony, he lived to see Wellington developed 
into a thriving, handsomely-built city of 50,000 souls, 
largely through his labours.” 

After his arrival there in 1841 he became a promi¬ 
nent and successful businessman. Of all his business 
dealings, Plimmer’s Wharf, also known as Noah’s 
Ark and Plimmer’s Ark, was perhaps the best known, 
and best illustrates his eye for opportunity. When the 
American ship Inconstant foundered on entering Wel¬ 
lington Harbour in 1849, Plimmer bought the wreck 
for £80, floated it around the shore to Lambton Quay, 
weighted the hull and built a large building over the 
top. The structure stood for 33 years, serving as a 
wharf and bonded store, for holding goods while duties 
were levied. 

Plimmer later built a jetty extending from the wharf 
and filled in the land behind, in one of the settlement’s 
first land reclamations. The jetty became the prime 
landing point for settlers and a new warehouse on the 
reclaimed land became the immigration processing 
centre. 

Reference books in New Zealand give his birth¬ 
place on June 28, 1812, as “Upton-under-Amon - near 
Shrewsbury”. 

No such place exists in Shropshire, but there is a 
convincing theory that it was a corruption or mishear¬ 
ing of “Upton-under-Haughmond”, as Upton Magna 
lies in the shadow of Haughmond Hill. 

Plimmer’s influence has been felt into modern times. 
Sir Don McKinnon, the Secretary-General of the Com¬ 
monwealth from 2000 to 2008 and a former Deputy 
Prime Minister, is his great-great-grandson and other 
descendants have also held high profile positions in 
New Zealand. 

There is a statue of Plimmer with his dog Fritz, 
based on a photograph taken in about 1900, at the bot¬ 
tom of Plimmer Steps off Lambton Quay in Wellington. 
The statue dates from 1996. 

In 2013 it was voted the most popular public artwork 
in the city. 


MEET the young apprentices of Shrewsbury’s Rolls-

The photo was loaned by Gary Owens, of Heath Farm, 
Shrewsbury, whose father Ray Owens, who died in Jan¬ 
uary 2014, was one of the firm’s apprentice training of¬ 
ficers. 

“I think that picture will affect everybody in Shrews¬ 
bury and Shropshire as it was such a huge employer of 
people at one time,” said Gary. 

“It would be nice for people to see it - it will get some 
tongues wagging. 

“It was taken in 1967, and was one of the first trips that 
Rolls-Royce of Shrewsbury did to Arthog. My dad was one 
of the apprentice training officers. 

“This was when they had young apprentices, and as 
part of their three-year training they took them away for 
a two-week camp orienteering, rock climbing, and canoe¬ 
ing.

“My dad was involved in all that, taking them away. 
“He lived at Harlescott. He came from Dolgellau and 
started at Rolls-Royce as a young apprentice in the 1950s. 


Over the years working there he became one of the chaps 
who took apprentices on. 

“Part of his job involved travelling around schools 
around Shrewsbury and up towards North Wales and giv¬ 
ing a talk to young lads on what Rolls-Royce offered as an 
apprenticeship.” 

Although Gary did not himself ever work at Rolls- 
Royce, he said: “My two brothers, Mark and Ian, worked 
there, and my mum Joy Owens worked there in the mail¬ 
ing rooms, like the post office side of things. 

“She was one of six people who worked in the mailing 
rooms. 

“My dad’s brothers, John Owens and Clive Owens, 
worked there, and I think my mum’s brothers worked 
there for a short spell. It was a family thing.”

10-year campaign 


to save castle gates 


A 10-YEAR campaign to save 
the historic gates of Tong Castle, 
one of Shropshire’s disappeared 
grand mansions of yesteryear, is 
at last heading for some sort of 
closure - with the prospect of the 
gates being showcased as the 
entrance to a national museum. 

John Watts of the Friends of Tong 
Castle Gates got in touch after read¬ 
ing our features about the loss of the 
building, which was blown up in July 
1954, and the eventual removal of 
the surviving gates and stonework to 
Wolverhampton, where they remain to 
this day. 

Campaigners have been in a long strug¬ 
gle to save the gates from further decay and 
destruction, and had hoped to bring them 
back home to Tong, but this proved impos¬ 
sible. 

“I personally became aware of the curious 
case of Tong Castle gates from a friend with 
lifetime connections with Tong village. He 
took me to visit the gates one summer’s day 
in 2004 in Marston Road, Wolverhampton, 
to which they had been moved in 1977 and 
rebuilt in front of the once-famous Villiers 
factory,” said John, who lives in Tong. 

“What we found both excited and shocked 
me. This fabulous structure, with its close 
connections to the nation’s most famous 
landscape architect Lancelot ‘Capability’ 
Brown, was in a desperately damaged state 
despite the protection that is supposedly 
promised by being a Listed Building. 

“I was inspired there and then to start a 
campaign to save these historic gates and 
stonework from further damage and to seek 
a more appropriate home for them where 
future generations could admire them. 

“My first step was to seek the immediate 
help of Wolverhampton City Council to se¬ 
cure the safety of the extraordinary wrought 
iron gates, neither of which were any longer 
even attached to their elaborately carved 
stone piers. My second step was to put up 
campaign posters around Tong showing the

NO postcard, picture or poster does 
them justice. 

Gigantic stone monuments more than 3,000 
years old. 

Each with beautifully carved artwork portraying 
ancient kings and mysterious gods, with the bright 
colours amazingly still visible today. 

Three main temples created over a 1,300-year 
period by powerful pharaohs with enormous brick 
walls covered with propaganda. 

Surrounded by stone sphinx, statues to the kings 
and obelisks - the Temple of Karnak in Luxor, 
Egypt, is the largest temple complex ever built. 

And there is me - accompanied by an Egyptolo¬ 
gist, standing in the blistering heat, marvelling at 
these wonders, thirsty for detail on a history I had 
always ignored. 

Only an hour later, following a boat crossing of 
the Nile River, I was exploring deep inside the hid¬ 
den tombs of the ancient pharaohs and nobles at the 
Valley of the Kings. 

So far 63 tombs have been discovered - many ran¬ 
sacked before discovery - with each featuring dra¬ 
matic stone carvings leading visitors on a mythical 
journey to the afterlife. 

It was simply breathtaking - yet sad to see and 
hear the impact of political upheaval in the country, 
which has seen foreign visitor numbers fall. 

The Valley of the Kings once boasted 5,000 vis¬ 
itors a day, today it struggles to reach 1,000 - but 
footfall is increasing with stability in this proud 
country. Like when the county first opened up to the 
Western world 200 years ago and drew the likes of 
Napoleon, Florence Nightingale and Gustave Flau¬ 
bert, venturing into Egypt can feel again like enter¬ 
ing an untouched paradise. 

When strolling past the ticket inspector at the 
entrance to King Ramesses II’s tomb, I’m told the 
queues used to snake around the entrance at the 
height of tourism. 

One man’s loss is another man’s gain. 

My trip with Red Sea Holidays started from 
Birmingham International Airport. Five hours is 
all it took to get into the newly-built terminal at 
Hurghada Airport. 

Leaving behind the chill of the UK, walking out¬ 
side into the heat of the resort region, which hugs 
the coast of the Red Sea, was something else. 

A short drive on a dual carriage way cutting 
through the desert led us to the tourist hotspots 
along the coast, including my hotel, the five-star 
Makadi Spa Hotel. 

Being driven into the Makadi Bay, Red Sea Hotels 
complex was like entering another world. A cobbled 
driveway surrounded by plants, pools and sunkissed 
visitors. The 280-room hotel entrance was like a pal¬ 
ace. But then the room took me a step further in 
the paradise. Two rooms, a balcony and a private 
swimming pool. 

But the rooms were not the best feature of this 
magnificent resort. 

Within the complex there were five restaurants, 
steak, fish Asian, fusion and Spanish, plus two inter¬ 
national buffets. Then for drinks, bars surrounding 
each swimming pool at the hotel, which also had its 
own private beach just a two- minute walk away. 

The difficulty was choosing where to go first. And 
it wasn’t long before I was lounging in the sun with 
a drink, waiting for my dim sum soup and sushi at 
the Asian diner. 

But if I thought my trip was always going to be 
relaxing, I was wrong. The following day I took an 
adrenaline-fuelled excursion out to the desert. 

Now, you may think quad biking in the baking hot

desert would be either boring or easy. Wrong and 
wrong. 

The key was to keep in touch with the guide ahead 
and swerve round any rocks while remaining on the 
track. We travelled for about 20 minutes before 
stopping to visit a camp of desert natives called the 
Bedouin. 

They live in their own community away from the 
rest of Egypt, once one person leaves he can never 
come back. However, even the most remote clans 
cannot ignore the pull of the tourism industry, so 
they allow visitors to the camp, invite us in to look 
at a wide array of spiders, scorpions and snakes in 
an animal centre, and give us bumpy camel rides. 

Following another ride on the quads, we returned 
to the hotel and lounged again by the pool. 

For lunch we went to an international restaurant 
at the hotel looking over the sea, tasting pasta and 
grouper, then for our evening meal we went to the 
hotel’s steak restaurant. 

Finally, we trekked out to the port area of 
Hurghada. It’s a place where people can unwind 
without being haggled thanks to security around it. 

There was a vibrant feel about it and we ended 
up in Friends bar for some drinks and a smoke of 
shisha - when in Rome. 

What struck me the most about the trip was the 
variety of activities and sights to see as I set off the 
following day on a snorkelling trip to Orange Bay, 
close to where we were staying. 

Boarding a boat I was given a helpful guide of 
what was beneath, before docking in the ocean and 
exploring the beautiful corals ourselves. 

Butterfly fish, parrot fish and ‘finding nemo’ fish 
- it was all there, and in the wild so close to touch. 

Aware of the sunshine coming down on me, I cut 
short the snorkelling and headed to Orange Bay. 
The sight was unbelievable. Long white beaches 
with a shallow bay which stretched out for more 
than 200 metres. 

There were wooden shelters and seats on the 
beach, plus a restaurant serving up more seafood 
delights and the locally brewed Stella beer. 

The afternoon flew by before we returned for the 
best meal of the trip - a Lebanese restaurant called 
Tarbush at the neighbouring Grand Makadi Hotel, 
close to the hotel. Slightly hungover, the next morn¬ 
ing I left our hotel very early to get to Luxor and 
visited Karnack Temple and the Valley of the Kings. 
As well as our destination, the road trip itself was 
fascinating, cutting through farm and trade commu¬ 
nities all doing business by the side of the road. 

Following a visit to the temples and the Valley of 
the Kings I joined the five-star MS Grand Rose a 
cruise boat on the River Nile in Esna, which set off 
on a three- hour cruise, while I sipped cocktails and 
relaxed on top deck. 

The evening was finished off with a meal in the 
ship’s own restaurant, followed by more drinks on 
the top deck and a luxury overnight stay in a cabin. 

The following day I got off the boat at Luxor and 
travelled back to the hotel before slipping into the 
swimming pool at the neighbouring Sunwing Hotel’s 
waterpark. I even tried some of the water slides. 

The next day I returned, this time flying back to 
London Gatwick, knowing I had tasted heaven, feel¬ 
ing refreshed and pampered. 

Egypt is beautiful, the jewel of Africa, if not the 
world. It boasts the very best ancient sites in the 
world, sandy beaches and fantastic people.

TUCKED in-between the Lake District 
and the Yorkshire Dales, Holgates Silver- 
dale Caravan Park is the ideal spot for a 
tranquil break or an action-packed holi¬ 
day, writes Ben Lammas. 

You really can’t go far wrong holidaying in this 
part of the world. Quaint, quiet and quintessen- 
tially English are words that spring to mind. The 
rolling hills and stone walls winding across fields 
as far as the eye can see do something to instant¬ 
ly relax the soul. 

It is no surprise to hear there are so many designated 
areas of ‘Outstanding Natural Beauty’ in this pictur¬ 
esque region and among them is Silverdale where we 
stayed on our family break. 

The staff at the Holgates Silverdale Caravan Park 
offered a warm welcome as we checked in and were led 
to our home-from-home on what is a spacious and clean 
site. And boy what a home it was. There were high fives 
all round as we stepped into our plush caravan. The 
only downside was we were there for just two nights. 
Even our one year old managed a little celebratory jig 
at the sight of our luxury abode. To be honest, I could 
have easily sat back, enjoyed the sweeping vista of 
Morecambe Bay and never left the comfort of the sofa 
- glass of wine in hand. The February weather outside 
simply made it all the more cosy.

But 
here at Holgates I was proven wrong - the food was 
delicious and I can heartily recommend the sea bass or 
chick pea curry. And you needn’t worry about the little 
‘uns running riot as a children’s soft play takes care 
of that! Or an arcade for parents with older children. 

And for those who haven’t worn themselves out 
trekking around nearby Silverdale, across Morecambe 
beach, the Lakes or Dales, there is also a gym available 
or an outdoor park for the youngsters to burn off some 
excess energy. After a lovely sound sleep in our cara¬ 
van it was off on our first itinerary stop - the World 
of Beatrix Potter in Bowness-on-Windermere. Around 
40 minutes from the site this attraction is a must, par¬ 
ticularly for those with children - or even if you are a 
childhood fan of the books perhaps. 

The recently transformed attraction also boasts a 
Peter Rabbit Garden, shop and tea room. 

Next up was the Lakes Aquarium at Newby Bridge 
in Ulverston. Set on the shores of Lake Windermere 
this was a great place for us to learn more about the 
local . . . and not so local wildlife. Although our eldest 
was most transfixed by the great display of a colony of 
ants marching across a rope. In the summer months I 
imagine this would be a great spot for taking a boat trip 
or train ride too whilst enjoying an ice cream or two. 
All in all a superb break, thoroughly recommended.

Feline catty 
about those 
unwanted 
visitors? 



DON’T despair if the neighbour’s cats are 
having a field day of destruction in your 
garden - there are ways to keep them at 
bay. 

Now, we don’t want to be a killjoy about oth¬ 
er people’s pets, but when we see a neighbour’s 
feline stray into our garden, we just want to get 
our claws out. 

We’ve caught them rolling around in our glorious 
borders of purple nepeta, otherwise known as catmint, 
using trees and shrubs as scratching posts and using 
a variety of areas of the i 
garden to do their busi¬ 
ness. They’ve also been | 
known to raid birds’ 
nests. 

We don’t particularly 
want to dig our catmint 
up, but it might be pru¬ 
dent to replant it in a 
different place so that 
local cats will disregard 
other areas of the gar¬ 
den. 

To date, the best de¬ 
terrent we’ve found was I 
a high-powered water 
pistol bought from a car 
boot sale for 50p which ' 
we left at the patio door 

and fired manically every time a cat dared to cross the 
garden path. 

But here are some other suggestions we’ve collected 
over the years . . . 

GET A CAT: One fellow gardener reckons that the 
only way to stop neighbours’ cats wandering in is to 
have your own cat (preferably a tom), as this generally 
keeps other animals out of your garden. 

BLOCK GAPS: Alternatively, try to stop them get¬ 
ting in. Block your boundary gaps with prickly plants 
or prunings such as holly. Fit wire or string 10-15cm 
above the top of fences to make it difficult for cats to 
balance on them. 

OLD TRICK: Another solution is an old gamekeep¬ 
er’s trick. Place half-full plastic bottles in borders, as 
the light reflection off the bottle is supposed to deter 
animals. Again, mailshot and other unwanted CDs can 
provide a shining light deterrent when threaded on 
twine with knots in between to keep them apart. String 
these across flower beds or 
hang from trees and the 
light reflection should 
deter cats, but maybe not 
forever. 

COVER SOIL: Don’t 
leave exposed soil in 
borders. Instead, mulch 
with stone chipping or 
pebbles, or keep the soil 
well mulched with a mois¬ 
ture-retaining material 
such as manure, as wet 
ground is not particularly 
attractive to them. Also, 
invest in a good selection 
of ground cover plants to 
deter cats from venturing 
into your border. 

OLBAS OIL: Some 
gardeners swear by putting a couple of drops of decon¬ 
gestant Olbas oil on to used teabags and then scatter¬ 
ing them around the area that the cats have chosen to 
use as a litter tray. 

TREE GUARDS: If they’re scratching your tree 
trunks, wrap tree guards or fine chicken wire around 
the base of them. 

PONDS: Cover ponds with netting to stop cats di¬ 
minishing your fish supplies and position bird feeds in 
a clear area of the garden where they will be inacces- 

BIRD TABLES: Try fitting a squirrel baffle (down¬ 
ward opening cone or biscuit tin) to the posts of bird 
tables to stop cats climbing up them. 

SPRAYS: There are a number of cat repellents on 
the market, including sprays and powders, chemical 
granules and ultrasonic devices whose sensors detect 
movement and heat and trigger a burst of variable ul¬ 
trasound said to deter dogs, foxes and cats. But they 
may not give long-term protection. 

MAKE A CAGE: If cats in your garden are scratch¬ 
ing up seedbeds, try putting a galvanised chicken-wire 
cage over the area and keep it in position until the 
plants are of a reasonable size. 

Whatever method you choose, clear away any evi¬ 
dence of fouling first, as this acts as a magnet for more 
cats and more fouling. 

And if all else fails, buy yourself a high-powered 
water pistol to keep by the back door . ..

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Gooseberries give zing 
to your summer dining 


GOOD ENOUGH TO EAT 

Growing gooseberries 

DELICIOUS gooseberry fools, coulis and even 
gooseberry-based sauces to enhance rich, sweet 
meats will add a zing to summer dining. 

They are among the easiest soft fruits to grow 
and there are hundreds of classic green, red, yel¬ 
low or white types, along with mildew-resistant 
or thornless ones, which can be grown as bushes, 
fans, cordons or standards. 

They should be planted in autumn or early 
winter in full sun or light shade in well-drained 
soil. 

Once planted, dress with high potash fertiliser 
in spring and mulch with compost, water well 
in dry weather and start harvesting from late 
spring onwards. 

The first unripe berries can be thinned and 
used for cooking, the remaining ones left to 


ripen for dessert use. Prune them when the crop 
is over, cutting out dead or damaged wood. 

BEST OF THE BUNCH 

Bacopa 

This effective trailing perennial, often grown 
as an annual in this country, combines well with 
almost any colour scheme, its tiny white flow¬ 
ers draped over window boxes or spilling out of 
containers and cascading over hanging baskets. 

You can also grow mauve varieties and it 
spreads quite effectively in containers so is great 
as a fill-in. 

It will do well in sun or light shade in mul¬ 
ti-purpose compost, but keep it well watered 
throughout the summer months, trim and feed 
it occasionally to keep it going. Good varieties 
include B. ‘Snowflake’ and B. ‘Snowtopia’. 


Easy-going daylilies are 
at their best right now

IT is no exaggeration to say that 
daylilies are one of the premier 
flowering perennials. 

From only a handful of wild species 
belonging to the genus Hemerocallis, 
breeders have produced tens of thou¬ 
sands of hybrids in a dazzling array of 
colours, patterns, and shapes. 

Adding to their appeal is their hardiness, 
ease of care and propagation and ability 
to combine so well with other plants. And 
many are at their best right now! 

Daylilies had been cultivated for thou¬ 
sands of years in China before being discov¬ 
ered by the west where they were valued as 
much for utilitarian purposes, as a food and 
medicinal plant, as for their beauty. Indeed 
almost all parts of the plant are edible ex¬ 
cept the leaves and flower stalks. The petals 
or whole flowers make excellent additions 
to salads. 

Although species such as H. altissima 
(which flowers at 6ft with wonderful but¬ 
tery yellow petals that fade to a soft apri¬ 
cot) are beautiful in their own right it is the 
modern hybrids that are so renowned. 

Hybridising is especially popular in 
America where daylilies are known as ‘poor 
man’s orchids’ because of their exotic looks 
and the ease with which hybrids can be pro¬ 
duced, making daylily hybridising a popular 
amateur hobby. 

Research 

Because of the proliferation of varieties, 
those who want to try this for themselves 
should do a little research first and make 
sure the varieties they want to cross are not 
tetraploids with double the number of chro¬ 
mosomes (44 instead of 22) as these do not 
produce viable seed easily. 

Daylilies are amongst the easiest plants 
to cultivate in gardens and can survive 
in practically any climate except the very 
warmest so no worries there then! Daylilies 
will grow best in full sun although part or 
dappled shade will do. Indeed plants with 
the darkest flowers are better in full sun as 
the colour will intensify. 

Prior to planting, preparing the soil with 
a little organic matter will be beneficial. 
Dig a hole large enough to accommodate 
the root system and tubers. A spade or two 
of well-rotted manure at the bottom is as 
good as anything and plants will feed from 
it for years and require very little in the way 
of supplementary nourishment. Moist but 
well drained soil is best although plants will 
adapt to all but the driest or most water¬ 
logged soils. 

Daylilies are amongst the most trou¬ 
ble-free of garden perennials but it is worth 
knowing about the most common pests or 
diseases. Daylily rust, a coppery orange 
powdery substance, can disfigure leaves but 
it usually does not persist. It can be treated 
with a systemic fungicide. 

A new pest and one that has reached 
Shropshire is Hemerocallis gall midge. The 
tiny white fly deposits its eggs on young 


flowers where the larvae eat the developing 
flowers causing them to distort and drop 
off. There is nothing to do but pick off the 
affected buds and burn them. 

Daylilies are also amongst the easiest 
plants to propagate in the garden. Simple 
division with a sharp spade when dormant 


will suffice. What many people don’t know, 
or often encounter, are small plantlets that 
are sometimes produced on the flowering 
stem. These don’t always form roots except 
in a wet summer but they can be detached 
towards the end of the summer, before au¬ 
tumn, and put in a glass of water. Treated 


like a cutting they will be a copy of the 
mother plant. 

By and large all daylilies experience some 
level of dormancy whether they are com¬ 
pletely deciduous or only lose some of their 
foliage. The removal of old foliage in late 
winter will keep the plant healthy.

Plans for Farmers gather for cereals trials demo 

new units 
at poultry 
business 



MORE than 120 farmers enjoyed a warm 
summer evening inspecting the latest va¬ 
rieties of winter wheat, winter barley and 
oilseed rape at BCW’s annual cereals tri¬ 
als demo. 

The event was held this year at Long 
Meadow Farm, Longslow, Market Dray¬ 
ton, by kind permission of hosts Gary Mi- 
chie and Bev Turner. 

In the winter, barleys disease levels 
were moderate, with the biggest decision 
being whether to grow a six-row hybrid 
such as Volume or Bazooka or conven¬ 
tional two-row such as Cassia, Tower,

In the wheat, disease levels were rising 
by the day after recent rainfall, and sep- 
toria and yellow rust were taking large 
amounts of leaf area (and therefore yield) 
in the untreated plots. 

The biggest decision this autumn for 
wheat growers will be the future premi¬ 
ums in the crowded Group 1 milling wheat 
market with lower-yielding Solstice, 
Crusoe and Gallant being challenged by 
higher yielding Skyfall and Trinity. 

Experience has shown that they will not 
all be winners! The dangers of protein di¬ 
lution in the higher yielding millers may 


also be noted that in another local trial 
Skyfall had broken down to yellow rust in 
the untreated. 

In the hybrid wheat varieties the choice 
was between the exceptionally early Hys- 
tar or the higher quality Hybery. 

The hybrid varieties are renowned for 
their performance in difficult situations. 
In the crowded feed wheat market the 
local favourite JB Diego is slowly being 
eroded by higher yielding varieties such 
as Leeds and Revelation, which looked 
particularly well in the trial. Higher risk 
varieties such as Santiago and Kielder 


determine their future success. It should look likely to continue losing ground. 


PLANS to diversify a farm with two poul¬ 
try units housing 100,000 birds could be 
given the green light after officers recom¬ 
mended them for approval. 

The plans for land to the rear of Poulton Farm 
in Little Minsterley, near Shrewsbury have been 
set for approval ahead of a meeting of Shrop¬ 
shire Council’s central planning committee to¬ 
day (Thursday). 

The farming business hopes to put up the two broiler 
poultry sheds and three feed bins to house the chicks, 
which will be brought in as day-old chicks and stay at 
the units for a 36 day growth period before being col¬ 
lected and taken to a processing plant. 

In a report, planning inspectorate Tim Rogers said 
the plans were part of an “appropriate farm diversifica¬ 
tion venture for the existing family farming business”. 

He added: “The development raises no adverse con¬ 
cerns from consultees and with no objections from the 
local Parish Council.” 

The applicants, Daniel and Mary Jones, already run 
a farming business at the site with beef and sheep 
units, as well as a small amount of crops frown for an¬ 
imal feed. 

But with the rise in demand for chicken meat, the 
family hope to develop the farming business into poul¬ 
try. 

And in a planning statement prepared for the Jones 
family, planning agents Berry’s said: “The units will 
help to ensure that the farming business remains vi¬ 
able for future generations and will help improve the 
profitability of the business and create further employ¬ 
ment. 

“It will allow the business to respond more effectively 
to fluctuations in the commodity and meat markets. 

“Flexibility is vital in ensuring the longevity of the 
farming business and so the proposed development 
should be supported.” 

The plans also include improvements to existing ac¬ 
cess as well as landscaping works. 

Agroecology 
is the latest 
‘buzz’ word 

By Tim Main, chairman of the Game and 
Wildlife Conservation Trust 

IT is good to see the GWCT leading the way in new 
research into achieving optimum production alongside 
increased greening. Agroecology is the buzz word of 
the future. 

The role of agroecology in sustainable intensifica¬ 
tion is launched in a new report which highlights a 
way which is better for wildlife, crop production, soil 
and water, as well as people. Dr Alastair Leake, of the 
GWCT, together with the Organic Research Centre has 
spearheaded the review. 

The report covers big issues and takes a close look 
at the relationship between sustainable intensification 
and agroecology. An important element of the report 
is the review of agricultural systems, which involved 
a systematic comparison of the performance of con¬ 
ventional, integrated and organic farming techniques, 
based on a detailed literature review and contact with 
experts. 

Alastair Leake says: “The report is very much knowl¬ 
edge and evidenced-based. We believe that agroecology 
has the potential to make a significant contribution 
to sustainable intensification in the future but shar¬ 
ing this knowledge will be crucial. We all have much 
to learn.” 

Dr Leake concludes: “We have reached the point 
where we need to manage our wildlife and environ¬ 
ment while feeding our people, but to do it better for 
both. Agroecology certainly shows a way forward. But 
we need to make the adoption of agro ecological prac¬ 
tices by farmers easy, and seen as appealing, practical 
and profitable for them.” 

We are incredibly lucky in Shropshire to have di¬ 
verse landscapes and therefore farming practices. This 
should put us ahead of the game when it comes to em¬ 
bracing the roll out of agroecology. 


From Volvos to the 
versatile Welsh Cob 


IFOR Lloyd, of Derwen 
International Stud, says 
marketing of the Welsh 
Cob breed has to be im¬ 
proved. 

He honed his marketing skills in 
the car trade, as the UK’s youngest 
ever Volvo dealer in 1971, going on to 
own four various dealerships. 

Ifor has applied those skills to the 
horse world and built on his father’s 
initial sale to Pakistan in 1951 by sell¬ 
ing to 18 countries. He says that there 
is a lot more to be done to raise the 
profile of the breed worldwide. 

He says: “Marketing is everything. I 
learned that from personal experience when 
it came to Volvos. When I started in 1971 
no-one had heard of them in west Wales, let 
alone bought one. 

“I was up against a brick wall. I knew I 
had a top product, but persuading people as 
to the quality of the car when they’d never 
heard of it was difficult. 

“And when it comes to Welsh Cobs, the 
marketing hasn’t been up to it. What we’ve 
been doing here has helped other studs. It 
is the best breed of equine in the world, be¬ 
cause you can do anything and everything 
with it. 

“The temperament is absolutely ideal 
for everyone. And especially in this age of 
austerity, most families can’t afford to buy 
a pony for each member of the family so a 
Welsh Cob suits.” 

Derwen Stud came to prominence when 
Dewi Rosina won the George Prince of 
Wales Cup at the Royal Welsh Show in 1953. 
The success enjoyed by the stud’s founding 
mare was to resonate down through the 
generations. 

Since then the stud has sold Welsh Cobs 
and Welsh Mountain ponies all over the 
world and raised the breed’s profile inter¬ 
nationally. But Ifor Lloyd says more needs 
to be done to publicise the breed as an all¬ 
round family horse with an ideal temper¬ 
ament, starting with the Welsh Mountain

while the quarter of a million people at the 
Royal Welsh is a fantastic audience, it is 
small when set against the potential world¬ 
wide market. 

Ifor maintains that the Welsh Pony and 
Cob Society needs to allocate more re¬ 
sources to travelling the world marketing 
the breed. And he paid tribute to the work 
of both Miss Brodrick, of Coed Coch, who 
travelled to the United States publicis¬ 
ing the breed and selling Welsh Mountain 
ponies, and Dr E Wynne Davies who has 
achieved so much as press and publicity 
officer. 

Ifor is also concerned about maintaining 
standards and feels that only the best stock 
should be used to breed. Fewer and better 
quality foals should be bred, with the aim of 
breeding a few top quality animals. 

The stud will celebrate another milestone 
next year, 70 years after Ifor Lloyd’s father, 
Roscoe, bought one of the breed’s most fa¬ 
mous stallions, Llwynog y Garth. 

A special celebration will take place at the 
Cross Foxes, Dolgellau, where the original 
deal was done in 1946. 

The stud has always used pure Welsh 
Cobs and has line bred to Dewi Rosina, with 
all the bought-in horses related to her. 

The triumphs and achievements of the 
stud over the years are on display in a mu¬ 
seum at the stud created by Ifor’s wife, My- 
fanwy. There are also a number of artefacts 
relating to the breed and farming. 

The Welsh Cob is, Ifor says, the world’s 
best kept secret. A really top Welsh cob 
must have a pleasant head, be very func¬ 
tional and have a good temperament... the 
sparkle, that extra touch of charisma, that 
marks out a champion is something only a 
very few top breeders and exhibitors can 
identify and nurture.

It's time to appreciate 
nature show in garden 


IF you’re lucky enough to have 
a garden, then surely July is the 
time to enjoy and appreciate it. 

Sure, spring is lovely but at least we 
can be relatively certain of a summer’s 
day to provide both the plants and our¬ 
selves with a bit of warmth. 

Those of you with large gardens will be all 
too aware of just how quickly the grass, the 
flowers, the borders and the weeds grow at 
this time of the year. But whereas this sum¬ 
mer growth spurt can cause many a head¬ 
ache to those pruners and lawn-manicurists 
amongst you, it is worth remembering that 
a little wildness can benefit both flora and 
fauna in your gardens and in the country¬ 
side. And what’s more there are striking 
similarities between both at this time of 
the year. On many a trellis in the garden, a 
clematis or two will be in full flower during 
these weeks in July and yet you can find its 
wild relative, traveller’s joy, amongst the 
nettles and brambles of the hedgerow. 

Where it takes hold it can seemingly 
smother the plants below although it is less 
destructive than other stranglers. Greater 
bindweed is one such character. Its big 
white trumpet flowers open during the day 
then twist closed as night falls. Later in the 
year, as the bindweed dies off, look out for 
traveller’s joy again when it is referred to as 
old man’s beard due to its woolly seed head. 

No walled or cottage garden, especially 
with a smattering of north Shropshire 
sandstone, can (in my opinion) be without 
foxgloves. These beautiful yet tenacious 
plants prefer acidic soils and are found 
across much of the west of the UK, both 
in the garden and in the wild. Their bell

flowers climb the stem, leaving conical seed 
pods lower down as the flowers in turn, 
die off. Where stone walls are abandoned 
in the countryside, the wall pennywort 
grows, supporting spikes of small bell-like 
pale flowers and the omnipresent brambles 
remain in flower, heralding the blackberry 
harvest yet to come. 

Another plant occasionally seen in the 
cottage garden alongside the fox gloves is 
rosebay willow herb. In the wild it is, like 
the buddleia, often seen in areas where the 
ground has been disturbed and enriched. At 
this time of the year it comes into flower 
and can form spectacular drifts. Like the 
buddleia, it shall always be associated with 
old bomb sites after the war and whereas 
the buddleia was known as the bomb-site- 
bush, willow herb used to be called fire 
weed. Every so often you may come across 
an orchid if you’re lucky. Not of course 
those rather unrealistic and desperately 
propped-up ornamental orchids you so 
often find in the shops but the common 
spotted orchid or, slightly more eye-catch¬ 
ing from afar, the pyramidal orchid. Both 
of these are still looking fresh and healthy 
and inhabit areas beneath hedgerows and 
boggy ground. 

All these flowers, where ever they may be, 
attract pollinating insects of various species 
and with the advent of swarms of these in

the summer, the insectivorous birds have 
a field day. But for once it is not the mar¬ 
tins and swallows that have a monopoly 
over the flies. House sparrows, tree spar¬ 
rows (if you’re lucky) and starlings, those 
doyennes of the garden, join the aeronau¬ 
tical aces in pursuit of their prey in the 


sky. This is not the most natural way of 
feeding for these birds, but the opportun¬ 
ists twist and spin in the air, often suc¬ 
cessfully catching flies as they flutter over 
the colourful scene below.

New operator 
chosen for NHS 
ill care service 

THE troubled NHS 111 service in Shropshire will be run 
by an organisation based in Newcastle-upon-Tyne after 
West Midlands Ambulance Service lost out on the bid. 

Vocare will take over the running of the service in the 
next few weeks, initially on a temporary basis. A bidding 
process will then take place for a long-term contract. 

The 111 service, which was launched in April 2013 to 
provide a single number for all non-emergency NHS ser¬ 
vices, was initially run by NHS Direct. 

But a few months later NHS Direct announced it would 
be pulling out of the contract, which was proving too ex¬ 
pensive to fulfil. 

It admitted it had encountered “significant problems” 
and that calls had taken “twice as long as expected”. 

The ambulance service stepped in and at the moment 
it handles 111 calls from Shropshire, Herefordshire, War¬ 
wickshire, Birmingham, Solihull, the Black Country and 
Coventry. 

Since it took over the running more than one million 
calls have been made to 111 with the milestone call coming 
in during the festive period. 

However, the ambulance service was told it would not be 
given a long-term contract to run the service. 

Sandwell and West Birmingham Clinical Commissioning 
Group, which is responsible for selecting a provider, said 
it “did not receive a bid that was acceptable and demon¬ 
strated value for money”. 

The group confirmed that Vocare, a not-for-profit organ¬ 
isation which will use the name West Midlands Doctors 
Urgent Care, would be taking over the service within the 
next few weeks. 

That group already operates a 111 service in other parts 
of the UK and currently delivers the 111 service in Staf¬ 
fordshire under the Staffordshire Doctors Urgent Care ser¬ 
vice. Chief executive of Vocare, John Harrison, said: “We 
are delighted that we have been chosen as the step-in pro¬ 
vider for the NHS 111 service in the West Midlands from 
September for 12 months. We will be working closely with 
commissioners and other healthcare providers in the area 
to further integrate urgent care services.” 

A date for the transfer of the service between providers 
has yet to be confirmed. The process for choosing a per¬ 
manent operator begins in October, with commissioners 
saying they want the service better integrated with the 
Shropdoc out-of-hours GP service.

Cheeky monarchy!

IN any list of stand-up comedi¬ 
ans, there is one name that is 
unlikely to appear. 

It is Prince Philip, the Duke of Edinburgh. 

Yet through decades of being the man 
at the side of - or a step or two behind - 
the Queen, the prince has shocked and 
entertained Britain with his wisecracks and 
forthright pearls of 
wisdom. 

Last week was the 
anniversary of the 
official announce¬ 
ment of the royal 
engagement in 1947 
between the penni¬ 
less naval officer and 
the young princess, 
whom he had first 
met when she was 
just 13 and he was 
18. 

He gave up his 
naval career and 
accepted a life of 

duty in the public eye, something for which 
his temperament did not bestow him with 
all the required gifts of tact and diplomacy. 

It was something he acknowledged him¬ 
self. Aged 21, he wrote to a relative whose 
son had just been killed in the war, saying: 

“I know you will never think much of me. I 
am rude and unmannerly and I say many 
things out of turn which I realise afterwards 
must have hurt someone. Then I am filled 
with remorse and I try to put matters right.”

prince, and lesser-known stories about him, 
have now been compiled in a new book by 
Nigel Cawthorne, called “I Know I Am Rude, 
But It Is Fun” - which is something Philip 
said himself. 

Cawthorne, who is also author of the 
best-selling Outraged of Tunbridge Wells, 
argues that Prince Philip has become a 
treasured national institution. 

“Prince Philip comes from a generation 


that genuinely believes Johnny Foreigner 
quite likes being teased by us,” he says. 

“The press may howl about his ‘gaffes’ 

- calling the Chinese ‘slitty-eyed,’ the 
Hungarians ‘pot-bellied’ and the Aborigines 
‘speaker-chuckers’ - but few take offence. 

“Many of the old school congratulate him 
for being ‘forthright’ and ‘unapologetic,’ 
while those of a left-wing persuasion have 
long realised that such remarks are only 


made to get their dander up. He is like an 
aged uncle who likes to get a rise from the 
younger generation but, deep down, means 
no harm.” 

As for his own role, he is under no 
illusions: “In that splendid language, pidgin 
English, I’m referred to as ‘fella belong to 
Mrs Queen.’”

MUSIC lovers enjoyed a variety 
of treats at this year’s Llangollen 
International Musical Eisteddfod. 

Among the headline acts was Burt 
Bacharach. 

The word legend is one of the most over¬ 
used when it comes to figures from the 
world of popular music, but when it comes 
to one of the greatest songwriters of the 
past 50 years, it’s the only description that 
will do for Burt Bacharach. 

And a huge audience had turned out to 
welcome the singer/songwriter to the Lla¬ 
ngollen Eisteddfod - and he was clearly de¬ 
lighted to perform for them. 

From the stage he told them he was 
blown away by the “wonderful surround¬ 
ings” he had found himself in. 

And he said it was important for him, at 
the age of 87, “to show you new things as 
well as giving you the old favourites”. 

After coming on to the evergreen What 
the World Needs Now, sung by three soul 
singers, Bacharach introduced a medley of 
some of his best-known songs, including I 
Say a Little Prayer, made famous by Are¬ 
tha Franklin, and the very first song that 
he and lyricist Hal David wrote for Dionne 
Warwick, as well as Walk on By. 

He was quick to pay tribute to David, 
with who he wrote songs such as Raindrops 
Keep Failin’ on My Head, and Do You Know 
the Way to San Jose. “I had a wonderful ca¬ 
reer with him,” he said. 

Bacharach, a man famous for his easy lis¬ 
tening music also displayed a similarly easy 
sense of style, coming on stage sporting a 
suit and a peach-coloured scarf. 

He may be older than the Eisteddfod it¬ 
self but he proved as timeless as the classics 
he has penned when he launched the 2015 
festival at the Royal International Musical 
Pavilion. 

The audience could not have been more 
different from that of his last gig - as 
warm-up man for Kanye West at Glaston¬ 
bury. 

But it was just as appreciative as hit after 
hit from the past reverberated around the 
pavilion.

He is a six-time Grammy Award winner 
and three-time Academy Award winner, 
with many lyrics written by Hal David as 
part of the duo Bacharach and David and 
many written for Dionne Warwick. 

His work spanned four decades from the 
late 1950s through the 1980s. 

Top tunes include I Say a Little Prayer, 
Walk on By, (There’s) Always Something 
There to Remind Me, I’ll Never Fall in Love 
Again, Do You Know the Way to San Jose, 
What’s New Pussy Cat? and of course that 
wonderful theme from Butch Cassidy and 
the Sundance Kid Raindrops Keep Failin’ 
on My Head as well as the soundtrack from 
Arthur. 

Meanwhile, a new work to celebrate the 
150th anniversary of the Welsh colony in 
Patagonia in South America had its world 
premiere at the Llangollen Eisteddfod. 

The piece was performed by the BBC Na¬ 
tional Orchestra of Wales and also starred 
former Royal Harpist Catrin Finch. 

The work has been written by composer 
Hector MacDonald, a fourth generation 
Welshman who comes from Chubut Prov¬ 
ince in Patagonia where descendants of 
the original settlers cling on to their Welsh 
identity. 

About 150 people set off from Liverpool 
on May 28, 1865, and there are now many 
as 5,000 people in the Chubut area who still 
speak Welsh and in recent years there has 
been a significant revival of interest in all 
things Welsh. 

Catrin, who was named Royal Harpist to 
the Prince of Wales in 2000, a traditional 
position revived after a century-and-a-half, 
held the position for four years. 

She was succeeded as Royal Harpist by 
Jemima Phillips, Claire Jones and Hannah 
Stone. 

And on Tuesday last week, following his 
visit to the eisteddfod, Prince Charles ap¬ 
pointed celebrated musician Anne Denholm 
as his official harpist for the next two years.

Members of Llanfyllin skateboarding group will give a 
demonstration in the main ring. 

There will also be a Village Green children’s entertain¬ 
ment, a funfair, a Punch and Judy show and trade stands. 

There will also be classes for horses, sheep, goats, dogs, 
horticulture, floral art, cookery and needlework.

Hyundai putting 
on the style with 
a bargain price 


Add style to most cars and 
you add cost too, sometimes 
paying a small fortune for 
something that stands out in 
a crowd. 

And we don’t seem to mind, a 
fact the car makers know only too 
well. It means they can bump up 
the bottom line and we keep smil¬ 
ing. 

Well, here is a car that trades on its 
look to sell over the more mundane 
machine it’s based on - but doesn’t 
ask for extra for the privilege of a bit 
more style. 

Say hello to the new Flyundai i20 
coupe, closely based on the latest 
i20 hatchback but lacking a couple 
of doors and with the body subtly re¬ 
drawn to give it a svelte look from the 
side. 

The result is a car that won’t frighten 
the horses but might just draw admir¬ 
ing glances as it attempts to park in the 
daily school run jamboree - looks that 
will turn to mild astonishment when the 
price is disclosed. 

Because here is a car that seems a 
genuine bargain. No, make that a steal 
if you compare it with something like a 


Ford Fiesta with the same sized engine 
and a near equal price tag. 

Not only is the coupe the same 
price as the equivalent Hyundai 
hatch (which, admittedly gains rear 
doors over the coupe) but it’s so well 
equipped compared to the Ford you 
wonder if the latter has lost a page of 
the brochure. 

So before we take the i20 Coupe for 
a drive, let’s examine its standard kit in 
some detail. For the less than £13,000 
price tag you’ll find alloy wheels, elec¬ 
trically-adjusted and heated door mir¬ 
rors and front fog lights on the outside. 

Warranty 

Move to the interior and you discov¬ 
er air conditioning, cruise control, rear 
parking sensors, audio controls on 
the steering wheel and a smartphone 
docking station atop the dash. 

Dig deeper, to discover tyre pres¬ 
sure monitoring, hill start assist and a 
space saver spare wheel, not a bottle 
of doubtfully useful pressurised gloop. 

And don’t forget Hyundai’s five-year, 
unlimited mileage warranty that in¬ 
cludes five years roadside assistance 
too. 

By now you may be wondering if 
Hyundai has spent so much on the fix¬ 


tures and fittings it has left no room to 
make a profit. 

Well, there are obvious savings on 
the look and feel of the interior. It’s all 
a bit drab and black and plasticky, but 
everything works with enough solid 
precision to promise a long and trou¬ 
ble-free life. 

There’s also enough room under the 
coupe’s lowered roofline for a couple 
of adults in the rear, where they will find 
identical legroom to the five-door hatch 
and only a little headroom shaved off it 
the pursuit of style. The boot’s a sensi¬ 
ble size too. 

Out on the road the little 1.2-litre 
engine does its best to be perky but 
doesn’t really relish revs; better to let it 
relax a little and enjoy a ride that makes 
a very respectable job of flattening out 
our awful British road surfaces. 

Driven with brio the test car’s trip 
computer (another standard fitting) 
showed 46mpg at journey’s end. That’s 
a decent return but there is a diesel en¬ 
gine on offer (at a healthy £2,000 pre¬ 
mium) that would do better still. 

You might think, though, that the 
cheapest coupe (prices stretch to 
£16,400 for a diesel with satnav) is the 
most sensible buy. Make that stylish 
and sensible.

Exclusivity is guaranteed with the 
new Kia Sportage Axis Edition, a 
limited-run model of which only 
1,200 will be made. 

The Sportage ‘Axis Edition’ has been 
styled and equipped to provide retail 
and fleet customers with many of the 
features of a high-grade Sportage for 
a mid-range price, starting from just 
£20,995 on the road from this week. 

It will be available with a choice of two 
powertrains and four colours. The en¬ 
gines are the 1.6-litre GDi direct-injec¬ 
tion petrol unit developing 133bhp and 
165Nm of torque, or the advanced 1.7-litre 
common-rail turbodiesel which develops 
114bhp and 260Nm. Both are front-wheel- 
drive models with a six-speed manual trans¬ 
mission linked to Kia’s Intelligent Stop & Go 
engine stop-start system to save fuel and 
eliminate emissions when idling in traffic. 

The standard colour is solid Arctic White, 
but buyers are able to opt for one of three 
metallic finishes - Phantom Black, Fusion 
White or Dark Gun Metal - for £525. 

The Sportage ‘Axis Edition’ models sit be¬ 
tween trim grades ‘2’ and ‘3’ in the range, 
but include many of the features found 
even higher in the line-up plus a number 
of SUV finishing touches, including roof 
rails as standard. The black gloss arrow 
mesh radiator grille with chrome surround, 
LED daytime running lamps and rear LED 
combination lamps and the roof-mounted
